British military experts predicted 
today.

sp re a d daylight “Ione wolf” raids 
which caused considerable casual­ 
ties and damage and proved the 
heaviest daylight pounding Brit­ 
ain has taken in months. 
The new German tactics, which 
^ h e British described as "armed 
recon nuisance,” are definitely re­ 
garded as a prelude to an all-out 
1941 
air offensive 
by the 
Nazi 
luftwaffe. 
(Qualified British sources said 
new German campaign 
is 
“picking up where the luftwaffe 
ieft off last October” after a pro­ 
tracted 
period of daylight as­ 
saults. During that period, accord­ 
ing to British claims, the number 
I bf German planes shot down by 
British 
fighters reached 
heavy 
proportions.

concentrated on slapping targets. 
“The recent offensives indicate 
this will now be continued until

Speculation over the strength of 
the German air force now' avail, 
able along the continental coastal 
areas opposite Britain arose anew 
today after the London Daily Ex­ 
p r e s s claimed Field Marshal Her­ 
mann Wilhelm Goering has sent 
about one-fifth of the luftwaffe 
to southern Italy to “hold the air 
sector south of the line between 
Naples and Bari.

• In these days of colds and sore 
throats it is well to remember the 
compress. It may give more relief 
than medicines. It can be ar­ 
ranged and applied in any home 
and cannot possibly do any harm. 
For a sore throat, laryngitis, or 
tonsillitis, the relief is almost in­ 
stantaneous.

press, however, is usually put on 
the wrong way. If simply wrapped 
around the throat from front to 
back, it does not reach the place 
that is sore. It shoulJ be applied 
so that the ends meet over the 
top of the head, from under the 
chin. 
Preparation of Compress 
Prepare two strips of cloth three 
inches wide and long enough to 
reach from one ear to the other, 
and a strip of flannel three and a 
half inches wide, long enough to 
go under the chin and over the top 
of the head. Wring the two cloth 
strips out of water at a tempera­ 
ture of 60*. Place them on the 
throat, extending from the tip of 
one ear to the other, and place the 
flannel cloth over them to keep 
them in place, bringing it over 
the top of the head and pinning it 
in place. This is allowed to remain 
an hour, then another ic put on. 
The water can he colder or hot­ 
ter if it feels better that way but 
a temperature of 60 is about right. 
Nobody knows quite why this 
does so much good. The same sort 
of thing used on the abdomen—the 
Preissnitz bandage—is a remark­ 
able remedy. It will relieve spasm 
or gallstone attacks almost as 
promptly as an opiate. The usual 
explanation is that it furnishes 
counter-irritation. 
The sensory 
nerves of the skin over a sore spot 
are soothed and perhaps through 
nerve endings going to the cord, 
there is an additional blood ex­ 
change made at the point of in­ 
flammation. Such is the explana­ 
tion given for the undoubtedly 
good effects of mustard plasters, 
hot water bags, etc. 
Chest Compress 
The chest compress is useful 
in pleurisy and pneumonia. The 
shape of the chest compress should 
be that of the pneumonia jacket. 
It should go around the chest and 
have strips that go over the shoul­ 


ders so that they can be pinned 
and hold the jacket in place. Aft­ 
er being adjusted, it looks very 
much like a sleeveless sweater. 
Two or three pieces of linen or 
cotton are cut in the same shape 
and wrung out of water, again at 
60, put around the chest, and 
changed about every half hour un­ 
less the patient is asleep. Before 
removing the old one the new one 
should be made ready so as not to 
expose the patient too much. 
These household applications of 
hydrotherapy are very valuable 
additions to treatment. 
True, 
they do nothing more than relieve 
symptoms, but they are far more 
valuable and harmless than the 
administration of a lot of medicine 
that simply dopes the patient up. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. G.:—“I would Exc to have 
some information regarding duo­ 
denal ulcer. I have been dieting 
for same for nine months with 
very little relief. Has smoking 
any effect on ulcer? I wculd also 
like to know what causes ulcer?" 
Answer—Dudodenal ulcer yields 
very readily to treatment so long 
as the treatment Is carefully 
planned and supervised. Diet alone 
is not always enough. It usually 
requires alkalis also but, again, 
the form of alkalinization must be 
carefully planned. Some people use 
sodium 
bicarbonate and some 
aluminum hydroxide. Smoking un­ 
doubtedly stirs up an ulcer and 
makes it worse. 


J. M. G.: “What effect has the 
loss of a kidney on a person’s abil­ 
ity to work? What length of time 
will it take before such persons 
are able to work? What kinds of 
jobs are preferred?" 
Answer — A person with one 
kidney is functionally as well off 
as a person with two. It takes 
about two or three months for a 
person to recover from an opera­ 
tion for removal of one kidney. 
Any kind of a job within reason 
can be performed by a person with 
one kidney.
